[Claim 7] The choice method of a makeup characterized by choosing as a face thin the 
configuration of the bottom half section of a face and long the makeup which enlarges width of 
face of opening. 

[Claim 8] The choice method of a makeup with which the impression of the magnitude of an eye 
is characterized by choosing the makeup which makes the margin of a face small at a small face. 

[Claim 9] The choice method of a makeup characterized by choosing as a face large the 
configuration of the bottom half section of a face and large the makeup which makes thin 
makeup which enlarges an eye, and/or opening. 

[Claim 10] The choice method of a makeup characterized by choosing the makeup in which the 
whole balance is not broken down into the face which does not have the impression of the 
magnitude of an eye greatly or small, does not have the configuration of the bottom half section 
of a face for a long time thinly, and is not greatly widely, and some part of a face is not 
conspicuous.
